After May 1st the weather reports will 
not be telegraphed to this city from the 
Signal Service stations on this coast. 
The 
appropriation is very low, and retrench­ 
ment has been ordered in all branches of 
the Signal Service throughout the country. 
In view of the fact that during our sum­ 
mer mouths we may be said to have “ no 
changes in the weather,” telegraphing was 
ordered dispensed with. 
The stations will 
be maintained, as usual, and observations, 
will be taken regularly, but their results 
will be sent by mail to Washington, and 
will not be telegraphed to this city, and 
thence to Washington, as formerly. 
As 
far as California is concerned this change 
will not work any hardship, for any one 
may predict the winds and weather with 
almost absolute certainty daring the sum­ 
mer. But from Portland, north, the weath­ 
er daring the summer is watched with con­ 
siderable interest by shipowners, and they 
desire that service from Portland and 
Olympia be maintained.

of such telegraphic service, but whether

I spirit, as it enters now as foreign 
liqnor. If, at the expiration of the new 
bonded period, the owners find the Ameri­ 
can market overstocked, so that it will be 
unprofitable to pay the Government tax of 
ninety cents, it can be again sent to Ber­ 
muda, and, on returning, enter on another 
new lease of bonded probation. On the 
expiration of the second period it may be 
sent out once more, and once more be 
returned. This is the process by which 
surplus whisky ia kept off the market, 
whisky owners kept out of bankruptcy, 
and the price of whisky kept on an even 
keel. It is true, it calls for some immedi­ 
ate outlay, such as payment of transporta­ 
tion fees, handling costs, storage, and the 
ten per cent.; bat it gains in value by the 
sea voyage, and the owners have the use of 
the money that wonld go into the Govern­ 
ment coffers if the tax had to be paid at 
once and the whisky sold on a full market. 
There is a scheme on foot now to avoid the 
necessity of a second exportation ; and that 
ia to operate upon Congress next winter to 
secure a repeal of the tax. The distillers 
and owners rest their hopes upon the Dem­ 
ocratic party mainly in thiB matter, and 
thus whisky will be an early and potent 
lobbyist at Washington, and we may rest 
assured that the' effort to set aside the rev­ 
enue fees will be made with vigor and 
great persistency, and it is not at all un­ 
likely that it will succeed. The Republi­ 
can leaders who have been consulted are 
understood to be firm againBt relaxing the 
tax, while some of other political views stand 
with them on that ground ; but it is not 
certain that these will number sufficient to 
overcome the pressure whisky can bring to 
bear and the promises of political support 
it will be able to make. 


M?.. BOGGS Be SIGNS. 
The readers of the Rkcord-Unicn have 
been fully advised of all the facts and 
difficulties regarding the appointment of 
W . M. Boggs as Inepector of Fruit Pests, 
and of the involved condition of affairs in 
the State Board of Horticulture conse­ 
quent upon that appointment. They will 
now be gratified to leain that Mr. Boggs 
has resigned as Inspector, and that a gen­ 
tleman believed to be entirely competent 
has been elected to fill the vacancy. Mr. 
Boggs became convinced that his incum­ 
bency was repugnant to the horticulturists 
of the State, and that the agitation con- 
cerniug his competency for the office would 
cripple any efforts he might be able to 
make to advance horficultural interests. 
In thus taking himself altogether out of 
the way Mr. Boggs has shown himself to 
be actuated by a degree of good sense that 
his ambition to fill the office did not there­ 
tofore indicate he possessed. Hie com­ 
plaint that he has been libeled, as well a3 
that of the Examiner that garbled reports 
cancornicg his election have been pub­ 
lished, may be pardoned under the circnm- 
atances, but so far as this journal is con­ 
cerned Mr. Boggs has not, in any particu 
lar, been misrepresented. His character 
and standing as a citizen have not been 
assailed, but as Inspector he has cot been 
spared. If the Governor had not recom­ 
mended Mr. Boggs ; if ho had adhered to 
his original appointments ; if Mr. Boggs 
bad not forced himself cn his Board auder 
protest of experienced members, horticult­ 
ural interest would not have suffered the 
less of a month’s attention, so seri­ 
ous at this season, and the press of 
the 
State 
would 
not have 
been 
called upon to discharge an nnplearant 
duty. Dr. Chopin, the new- Inspector, 
is a gentleman of liberal education ; is a 
practical and long-experienced horticult­ 
urist, and said to be the owner of “ the 
model orchard ” in Santa Clara. He has 
made, we believe, a thorough study of the 
fruit insect pests, and has the reputation of 
being an intelligent, well informed and en­ 
ergetic man. We know of no reason why 
he should not, as Inspector, be acceptable 
to the horticulturists of the State, and we 
believe he will prove equal to the discharge 
of the important trusts reposed in him. 


THS STORY OF WHISKY RECALLED. 
Some weeks ago we explained how the 
•nrplus whisky of the country was to be 
handled, in order to avoid the Iobs that 
must ensue upon taking it out of bond, 
paying the tax aed putting it oa the mar­ 
ket. The Bystem adopted, and to which 
the revenue department conld raise no ob 
jection, was to ship it by a “ bonded road” 
to a seaport, and thence to a foreign soil. 
It was then to be returned and a payment 
of duty equal to ten per cent, of the tax 
made, when it became an import, entitled 
to be again entered in bond for one year. 
The sj stem has now beca in operation for 
some six weeks very successfully. The 
attempt was made to ship it into Canada, 
but the Dominion regulations will not per­ 
mit packages of lesa than 100 gallons to 
pais over the bolder. Honduras ports, 
and Bermuda, then became the favorite 
shipping points. Bermuda is the nearest 
port to which American liquors can be ex­ 
ported and taken away again without pay­ 
ment of duty. The vessels of the Quebec 
Steamship Company have now for some 
time been engaged almost exclusively in 
this business of marching whisky up the 
hill and down again. One of the ships 
takes out a cargo of the liquor on which 
“ bee bondage ” baa nearly expired, and 
lands it. It is rolled to a warehouse, en­ 
tered regularly, and then billed for export, 
all within the hour. A certificate of the 
American Consul is secured that it has 
been landed, and immediately the barrels 
are rolled to the steamer, and on her re­ 
turn trip she brings them to New York, 
where the whisky ia again pl ced ia boad, 
because ft okange has come over its 


THE QUESTION CF RETALIATION, 
Our Minister at Berlin, Mr. Sargent, 
very properly reported to the State De­ 
partment at Washington the facts relative 
to the exclusion of American hog products 
from German markets. He stated in that 
report his belief that the restriction was 
without just foundation, and waa brought 
about by German pork dealers in further­ 
ance of selfish ends. Now comes a promi­ 
nent German paper at Berlin and assails 
Mr. Sargent, claiming that he has advised 
this Government to retaliate by exclnding 
from the United States German products 
equal in value to the pork we have hereto­ 
fore exported. It goes beyond this, even, 
and charges that onr Government has 
taken, or ia about to take, such retaliatory 
steps as will forco American pork upon 
Germany, something after the manner in 
which England opened the opium trade 
with China. It adds that'M r. Sargent has 
written for the American press in advccscy 
of a system of retaliation. The telegraphic 
dispatches add that it is a current political 
report that Germany will ask for the recall 
of Mr. Sargent. The Minister denies hav­ 
ing written anything, or having given any 
information about the matter, except in his 
official report. The German press is un­ 
duly excited. It created the furore about 
diseased American pork without just cause. 
It attained its ends and procured to be 
issued a decree excluding the article from 
importation. Its concern about retaliation 
is also baseless. Bat retaliation would be 
justified, and the American people will bus- 
tain that method, if it is applied, but which 
is not at all likely to be done. It is not 
after the manner of this Government to 
take such steps. As to the recall of Mr. 
Sargent, that is undoubtedly a mere ru­ 
mor, without the slightest warrant. The 
German Government is not conducted by 
idiots, and we can conceive of nothing it 
could do so foolish as to act as the rumor 
suggests. 
THE “ BULLEriü’3 ” BLUNDER. 
The San Francisco Bulletin made an un- 
pardenable blunder ia declaring that our 
choice of Presidential electors in 1884 
may be involved, because of doubts as to 
the constitutionality of the legislative ap­ 
portionment bill. The R eco rd -U nion ex­ 
pressed its surprise at this mixing of irrel­ 
evant factors. The Bulletin of yesterday 
replies in effect that what it meant was 
that there is doubt as to the constitution­ 
ality of the congressional apportionment 
bill passed by the late Legislature, and 
regrets that the E ecord-U nion cannot be 
supplied with brains to comprehend it. 
We are thankful for this commiseration, 
but we perfectly understand the Bulletin. 
It has made one unpardonable blunder, 
aud wishes to avoid the consequences. It 
did not, in its first article, refer to any 
supposed unconstitutionality of the con­ 
gressional apportionment bill. On the 
contrary it referred in abflpt every sen­ 
tence to the Flynn bill aud the Filcher 
amendments. That the Congressional ap­ 
portionment bill is involved in doubt as 
to its proper passage is new matter, and 
presented by the Bulletin in a dogmatic 
way, to help itself out of the entangling 
difficulty in which its first article involved 
it. All the doubt relative to three full 
readings being had of a bill in the last Leg­ 
islature relates to the Legislative and not 
the Congressional apportionment bill. The 
Bulletin needs to explain its explanation. 


A C2M3I0N SENSE DECISION. 
The Supreme Court of the United States 
last week decided that a Court may Btriks 
the name of an attorney at law from its 
rolls without waiting for his trial and con­ 
viction for a crime of sufficient cause to 
justify a motion to disbar him. It was 
contended that until by a jury the attor­ 
ney has been convicted a Court could not 
constitutionally exclude him from his right 
at the bar. The answer of the Court to 
this was that a mere flaw in the indictment, 
or the absence of a witness, or a grossly 
untrue verdict might work the discharga 
of the defendant, and yet the moral cer­ 
tainty of his guilt remain. Of this the 
Court will take notice, will jadge of the 
fitness of its own officers. The common- 
senso view of the matter is in accord with 
the ruling of the Court. Infamous crim­ 
inals escape conviction and punishment, 
bat the question as to their character and 
fitness for a place at the bar should not 
thereby be changed. 


Mr. WurrsLAW Rsid certainly had the doctors 
"on the hip” at the Holmes medical banquet in 
New York ths other night. It was very late when 
the Chairman caUed on the editors to rpeak, ssying 
that at last the opportunity had arrived for getting 
the editors from behind the professional screen and 
unmasking them. At this the two hundred and 
twenty-five “ eminent phyiiciana" present ap­ 
plauded loudly. The journalist retaliated, as he arose 
in the smoke-clouded atmosphere, sayi. g if the ed 
itors were usmasked, what should be said of the 
doctor*. To his knowledge, the whole number of 
them had been giving the people advice such as 
his: “ Avoid late dinners, avoid crowded rooms, 
keep your dining-room cool, eat «imply, drink spar­ 
ingly, avoid drafts, remain only in pure, fresh air, 
never sit over an hour at the table. For this ad­ 
vice," said he, “ you have taken from us heavy fees; 
on this line have you accumulated wealth ; and here 
ia the result and practical exemplification of all 
your t«tellings ; the united skill of two hundred 
doctor* concentrated upon a single problem of hy­ 
giene, I19W to produce for themselves the bast and 
most wholesome way of dining, has resu'ted in 
this.” Tie doctors smiled grimly and applauded 
softly.

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DOMESTIC NEATS. 
The Irish C onvention. 
Philadelphia, April 26;h.—At noon the 
Irivh Convention was called to order by 
Alex. Sullivan, of Chicago, in an appropriate 
speech. Temporary organization was effected 
by the appointment cf Her. Maurico J. Dor- 
ney as temporary President. The usual com­ 
mittees were appointed. Mrs. Delia Parnell 
entered and was escorted by Alexander Sulli- 
vao, who introduced her, amid tremendous 
applause, as “ a greater woman than the 
mother of the Gracchi.” 
After a short recess permanent organiza­ 
tion was effected, with the following officers : 
Chairman. M. A. Ferae, Ohio; Secretary, 
John J. Hydes; Assistant Secretaries, John 
C. Earizht, Michigan; Edward Fitzwiffiam», 
Massachusetts; Cornelius Horan, Pennsyl­ 
vania ; J. D. O’Connell, Washington. A 
nnmbsr of Vice-Presidents were also chosen. 
Feren, before taking the chair, said 
speeches enough had been made. Now was 
the time for work. He counseled the unifica­ 
tion of every Irish society perhaps in the 
whole world. 
j he followltg telegram was read by Father 
Domey : 
London, April 26,18S3. 
James Mooney, E»q., President Irish American 
Convention, Philadelphia: My presence at the ses­ 
sion of the most representative Convention of Irieh- 
American opinion ever assembled being impossible, 
owing to the necessity of my remaining here to op­ 
pose the Criminal Code bill, which re-enacts perma­ 
nently the worst provisions of the Coercion Act, 
and if pissed will leave constitutional movements 
at the mercy of the Government, I -would ask you 
10 lay iny, views before the Convention. I should 
respectfully advise that your platform should be so 
framed as to enable us to continue to accept help 
from America, and at the same time avoid affording 
a pretext to the British Government for entirely 
suppressing the national movement in Ireland. In 
this way only can unity of movement be pre­ 
served both in Ireland and America. I have 
perfect confidence that by prudence, moderation 
and firmness, the cause < f Ireland will continue to 
advance, aud though ptraecutiou rests heavily upon 
us at present, before many years have passed v c 
shall have achieved those great objects for which 
through many centuries our race has struggled.

New York, April 26th.—The following are 
the details of the arrangements for the fight 
between Slade aud Mitchell : The fight is to 
take piece on September 11, 1S83, between 
the hours of 8 o’clock iu tha morning and 4 
o’clock in the afternoop, within 200 miles of 
Kansas City, the man winning the teas to 
give notice to tho other of the place chosen 
feu days previously. The stakes aro to be 
$2,500 a side, and the fight is to be conducted 
according to the new rules of the London 
prize ring. Forfeit money of $1,000 a side 
has been found, and the $2,COO has been 
placed in the hands of Harry Hill, who will 
actas trustee cf tha fundp. O.i July 31st, 
before 11 o’clock in the morning, the further 
sum of $1,500 a side will be made up, which 
will a!eo he intrusted to the care of Mr. 
HUI for safekeeping. The toes for choice of 
grounds will be made when the whole amount 
of»the .stakes is in the hands of the trustee. 
Tho agreement provides farther that in 
case the fisht is interfered with or inter­ 
rupted by the palice, the fiual stakeholder ia 
to name some other plac9 and time, on the 
same day or within the same week, if possi­ 
ble, and ths fight i*to be continued. In case 
either of the principals should fail to appear 
at the time specified, the other ia to receive 
the stakes. Otherwise the stales are not to 
be given up ucle-s there is a fight or by mu­ 
tual agreement of the principals. The docu­ 
ment is prrperly signed and witnessed, but, 
for obvious reason», the names of those who 
signed it are withheld. 
Male and Slade

fight. Upon their return Slade will go im­ 
mediately into training far the fight wi'.h 
Mitchell. 
The Kcv. D r. M ebcr New ton. 
New York, April 20th.—When R. Heber 
Newton, rector of All Soul’s Church (another 
memorial), ou West Forty-eighth street, de­ 
livered a series of sermons la.it winter on the 
right and wrung usss cf ths Bible, a number 
of preachers of tha Protestant Episcopal 
Church criticised him eeverly. They accuse d 
him of teaching doctrines contrary to the 
laws of the Protestant Episcopal Church and 
violating its sacred canons. Several came 
out boldly and charged Newton with heresy. 
The vestry of All Soul’s Church held a meet­ 
ing to indirse Newton, and at a subsequent 
meeting of the congregation the action of the 
vestry wne fully indorsed.

As soon as 
she appeared ho opened fire on her with a 
revolver which he had in his hand. The first 
two shots took effect in the head and a third 
in the side. De Long then placed the muzzle 
of the revolver to his temple and fired, fall­ 
ing dead within three feet of the prostrate 
body of Mrs. Griswold. 
Leprosy tn New Y ork. 
N ew Y ork, April 26th.—Several cases cf 
leprosy have been discovered in this city, and 
iu the opinion of the medicsl authorities 
leprosy is increasing in the United States. 
It is reported to hsve come from different 
countries. Two of them sre in the Black­ 
well Island hospital. A physician there in­ 
formed a Suit reporter that leprosy is increas­ 
ing at such a rate iu the United States that 
the time is not far distant when lepers will be 
confined in some isolated place. Among the 
secluded cases now in the city is an Ameri­ 
can, who contracted the disease in Honolulu.

The D ynam ite Trinis. 
London, April 26th.—In the trial of the 
dynamite conspirators to day. Inspector Boyd 
said that Bernard Gallagher told him that he 
was accompanied in Catalonia by a person 
named Coleman. Bernard returned to New 
York by the Germanic, hut was again sent to 
England almost directly by hi* brother, who 
instructed him to tell Curtin fo go toLondon. 
Bernard was accompanied both voyages by a 
man whose name was something like Oxford. 
This person belonged io the dynamite school, 
and went to London. Gallagher heard his 
brother say the good work w ¡a not done by 
this school, bnt by the Irish con* pintora. 
Bernard stated that another brother, named 
Daniel, and Coleman returned to New York 
in the Germanic, because they did not believe 
in doing what Curtin wished to have done. 
Boyd stated that Bernard, when in custody 
at Glasgow, offered to go to London in the 
service of the police, and ¡educe hi* brother 
to tell everything he knew, and s*id he 
(Bernard) would identify the conspirators. 
He said there were a number of tich men in 
the dynamite school in New York, aud that 
O’Donovan Rovsa was connected with one 
school. The latter statement, the Inspector 
said, was made casually. Bernard stated 
that he was about the first conspirator to 
come to England. He knew all the conspir­ 
ators, having seen them in Brooklyn, where 
there were about thirty of them. 
Bernard became excited at the exposure of 
his attempt to turn informer, and several 
times corrected the details of the Inspectors 
testimony.

It is 
stated that she bad only three weeks’ provi­ 
sions on beard, and now the three weeks are 
out. The reports that she has arrived at 
Southampton are not true, as she has been 
signaled disabled at sea. 
South A m erican A dvices. 
Panam a, April 12.h.—Chile advices to the 
4th cf April represent a change of feeling iu 
Chile toward Bolivia since the strong adhe­ 
sion of the last-named republic to her treaty 
of alliance with Pern is made evident by a 
decree issued by the Government at Santiago 
last month, ordering that after Jane 1st the 
Custom-house at Arica shall impose addi­ 
tional burdens on the commerce in silver, 
formerly of free export. The specific daty 
on tin and scrap metal will pay $6 per kilo­ 
gram. 
Tbe clergy of Santiago have published a 
manifesto, iu which they protest at the ex­ 
pulsion of hL Dellfrates. 
The total loss by fire by Iquiqni is now esti­ 
mated at $2,000,000, About 1,000 houses 
were burned. 
At tbe request cf the Government of the 
United States, the Government of Chili has 
given orders to the authorities at Valparaiso 
and Callao to tender every conrteey and at­ 
tention to tiie Japanese ironclad shortly to 
arrive in the Souch Pacific. 
Papers from the sonth of Chile declare that 
the rate at which murders are on the increase 
is terrible and alarming. 
March 7cb. 8th and27tb, earthquake shocks 
were felt in Chile. March 8.h an earthquake 
was felt throughout Colombia. In the town 
of Antiqnia the famous cathedral was thrown 
out of plumb, many columns overturned, and 
all the honvee suffered more or lees. In Santa 
Rosa the church steeples were injured and a 
number of houses rendered uninhabitable. 
In Yaromal the prison and thirty-five homes 
were destroyed. In An-quadaathe town hall 
waa demolished, and in A'aberogon a church 
and several houses were injured. Iu Peua- 
yene, the chief village of Darien territory, 


many palm huts were thrown down, end the 
rivers rose and fell with alarming rapidity. 
The volcano Ometre, on Lake Nicaragua, was 
in eruption, for the first time io its history. 
The large islacd at the mouth of the Atro, 
surveyed by the United States steamer Fire­ 
brand in 1862, is reported to have entirely 
disappeared. 
A yellow fever scare prevails at Lima and 
Callao. The Chileans are adopting every 
known precaution to prevent the spread of 
the disease, including sprinkling the streets 
with chloride of lime and water strongly 
charged with carbolic acid. 
The revolution is not yet over in Ecuador. 
Veintemilla sent bis terms for a general sur­ 
render to the revolutionary party, represented 
by Generals Sarastis and Babhoijoe, but the 
latter refused to agree to them. 
The A ttack on ihe C anadian P rem ier. 
O ttaw a (Ont), April 26th.—The reported 
arrest of Sir John A. MacDonald at Toronto 
Monday appears to have been considerably 
exaggerated. There was no warrant issued, 
consequently no arreBt was made. A enm- 
mons was sent to Sir John in an envelope, in 
the case of the man Haweor, who professes to 
have certain claims against tbe Dominion 
Government for services rendered. 
The 
step taken by Hawson is generally con­ 
demned by both partios. The ex-Mlnister of 
Customs, a Liberal, says the attack on the 
Premier is most drgracoful and cowardly.

TEE BfihVER-GILBERT DUEL. 
A Story of E arly C alifornia Life Told by 
an Eye-W itness.

New Y ork, April 26th.—Tho following 
remarkable communication appears in the 
Hcrahl this morning, Bigned W. A. Cornwall, 
60 Montgomery etreet, San Francisco : 
The San Francisco Bulletin republished an 
article from the Herald, in which General 
James W. Denver is mentioned cs an eligible 
candidate for the Presidency. In it reference 
is made to the fact that at tho time Dearer 
was Secretary of State of California, he en­ 
gaged in a duel with Edward Gilbert, v.ho 
was than editor of the Alla California. The 
article is prejudicial, because it does not de­ 
tail the circumstances connected with that 
fact and the deplorable duel. Tho incident 
of which it was tbe result was an article pub­ 
lished in the Alta California respecting a 
family named Donner, which perished en 
route in its attempt to emigrate overland 
to California in IS50. The State, learning of 
the distress of the emigrants, provided means 
for their relief, and the duty of dispensing it 
was delegated to tha Secretary of State. 
This was prompt and humane, but it was 
bitterly criticised and sharply assailed by 
Gilbert. Denver is a clear-headed, sound 
man, b nsilive and brave. Heretortrd, and 
his retort was temible. Gilbert, who was a 
member of Colonel Stevenson’s New York 
regiment, challenged Denver, and the parties 
went t.pon the field. The weapons were 
rifl.s, at short range, and I assert, as a wit­ 
ness, that no man in the tide of 
all t e 
centuries ever d-splayed a 
more dauntless temper than Denver. He 
kne.v that Gilbert was a brave soldier, and 
that be was reckoned to bs a deadly shot. 
Nevertheless, Denver reserved his lira, and 
purposely threw away his own. Happily, 
Denver escaped uutcucfced. 
Every effort 
was then made by the eeconds end by mutual 
friends for peace. Gilbert was informed that 
his antagonist wished to clasp hands, but 
Gilbert refused tha request iu terms which 
showed his friends that he had determined to 
ki.l Denver. The principals returned to thoir 
position*. “ Now,” said Denver, in a toco I 
shall never forget, " I must defend mjself ;” 
and at the word Gilbert fell, piersed through 
the heart. I assert that no man more than 
Denver disdains this deadly mode of arbitra­ 
tion, but Washington himself would have de­ 
fended his own life. He offered if, like Den­ 
ver, to bis country. He would have defended 
it as a trust aud legacy from the Creator 
He was an impersonation of the great 
thought, Dulce et decorum est pro patria mori. 
Cornwall then adds: “ Heie in California 
Denvti’s name and memory are honored and 
cherished. If the nation desires to unify tbe 
Pacific States ; if it wishes to make us prac­ 
tically, 83 we are to-day nominally, members 
of the great poff ical Union, let it give us 
Denver for President, and we will indorse 
him with acclamation.” 
A GHOST AT TEHACHAPI. 
The Modesto Farmers' Journal tells the 
following story : 
Railroad engineers are queer fellows, and 
are as full of superstition as an egg is of 
meat. Last week,while the big ninety-ton 
engine was filling her tank at the depot, a 
Journal reporter and engineer Dirting, who 
has taken seven of those monsters down to 
Tehachapi, had tbe following conversation : 
“ Did you ever take a train up the Te­ 
hachapi grade at night—I mean Bince the 
horrible accident ? ” asked the reporter. 
“ Yes; I made a trip over that part of 
the road the last time I was down,” replied 
the engineer, “ aud so help me God I never 
want to sec auother sight like the one I 
witnessed that night! ” 
“ What did you tee, if I may ask ?” 
“ Well, I don’t like to talk about such 
things, for I’m different from most of my 
brethren, and don’t believe that spirits 
visit this earth, but what I saw that 
night almost convinced me that they do 
on some occasions. I had had a very 
hard day’s work, and the night waa one 
of the most fearful that I ever saw on 
the mountain, aud I’ve been over tho 
road more than a thousand times. Well, 
just as wo were passing where the cars 
jumped the track, my fireman—the young 
man in the cab now—called my attention 
to a man lying on the track oniy a short 
distance ahead. It waa only a moment’s 
work to stop the engine—we didn’t have a 
train. The cow-catcher was within about 
three feet of the body when we stopped. 
I thought it was some poor tramp who had 
fallen down and frozen to death. I could 
see the body just as plain as 1 see you now, 
but when I got down and went to the front 
of the engine I couldn’t see the sign of a 
man, nor where any one had been. This 
waa a sticker, for there were several inches 
of snow on the ground, and had anyone 
been there I could have seen the print in 
the snow. I was so much astonished that 
I could not speak for a few minutes. At 
last my companion asked me if he was 
dead. I told him there was no one there, 
and he replied, 1 W hat’s the matter with 
you 1 I see him right at your feet.’ This 
caused me to take the second look, bat not 
the sign of a man could I find. I got back 
into the cab, and, strange to say, I 
could see that body just as plain as day. 
I sent my fireman down and watched him. 
He walked all over the body, and came 
,back in a moment with the whitest face I 
ever saw on a human being. Neither of 
us could speak a word. It was terrible ; 
so I started up the grade, determined to 
got rid of the horrible thing. When we 
passed over the spot where the body seemed 
to be, I never heard such yells in my life. 
They came from both sides of the road." 
They both stick to the story, and say 
others have seen it.

Tae shooting was earned 
by an old feud. 
Pennsylvania dispatches assert that there 
will be union among the Republicrn factions 
against Patterson. There have been several 
conferences, and all the Republicans agree 
that if is to the interest of the party to op­ 
pose Patterson. 
An explosion of grs in the green-room of 
the Ambu Theater, ia Paris, injured twenty 
persons.

BOARD.

Mr. Boggs Resigns as Inspector of Fruit 
Fests—Dr. Chapin Elected as His Suc­ 
cessor-Full Report of the Meeting.

The State Board of Horticulture held its 
second meeting under the new organization 
at Granger Hail, in San Francisco, yester 
day. The following full report is furnished 
by the R eco rd U n io n ’s special representa­ 
tive. The members of the Board present 
were W. M. Boggs, President; Dr. S. F. 
Chapin, General Vallejo, Dr. E. Kimball 
and G. N. Milco, and A, H. Webt, Secre­ 
tary. 
The minutes of the last meeting, at which 
the new Board was organized, were read and 
approved. 
Dr. Chapin reported that the committee 
appointed to procure a location for headquar­ 
ters of the Board had only taken rooms for 
m s month, which are located ia the Granger 
building, and requested that the committee 
be allowed further time to find suitable quar­ 
ters. The request was granted. 
Dr. Chapin also reported that the Finance 
Committee, to whom was referred the ques­ 
tion of ascertaining whether the amount pro­ 
vided by the viticultural bill for the Chief 
Executive Horticultural Officer’s ralary could 
or not be made available for tfce nse of the 
Horticultural Board, had ascertained that 
the funds referred to were expended by the 
Viticultural Board, and the appropriation 
had now lapsed by rearar, of the provhions of 
the new horticultural bill. 
Upon motion of l)r. Chapin the Finance 
Committee was changed 30 n3 to be consti­ 
tuted of three members instead of two, and 
as only one (Dr. Ch.pii) had heretofore been 
app inte.’,the committee was fill' d by the ad­ 
ditional appointment of Dr. Kimball and Mr. 
Miico, 
Two or three small oil’s were reported by 
the Secretary and referred to the Finance 
Committee." 
RESIGNATION OF MR. BOGGS. 
Mr. Boggs then staled that if there were no 
further reports from tne committees fce bad a 
paper he w, uld like to present. He there­ 
upon read the following: 
Gentlemen of the Board : Sicca the last meeting 
of thia Board I have been subjected to a great deal 
of animadvuraion because of my election as Inspector 
of Fruit Pests. Much of this criticism has grown 
out of groundless, baso and libelous charges which 
have been preferred against me. The only charge 
of which this Boari car. legally take cognizance is 
that of iccompotency, by rearon of insufficient 
knowledge of insects and" insect pests. Now, be­ 
lieving that these charges and exaggerations have 
greatly prejudiced the fruit-growers of the State 
agaiust me, believing also, were my qualifications 
even perfect, 1 could not oa account of these unjust 
prejudices successfully enjoin the hearty co-opera­ 
tion and support of the fruit-growers in the various 
dist rets; desiring further that this Board may 
harmonize in every particular, I herewith tender 
my resignation as inspector of Fruit Pea’s. 
W. M. BOGGS. 
Dr. Kimball maved that the resignation be 
accepted, and it was seconded. 
REMARKS UPON THE RESIGNATION, 
General Vallejo said fce did not feel right 
to have Mr. Boggs resign; that he was a 
farmer after nli; that the Board willingly 
sgreed to give him the position, and that the 
reasons stated for his resigning did not seem 
to be just as it should. But, said the Gene­ 
ral, if you resign to give us bsrmony, if that 
is your will and intention, I say with sorrow­ 
ful feeling that I must snslafti you upon that 
ground. I see by pspers at Fresno that they 
Ray Mr. Boggs don’t know anything about 
thiB business. I don’t know what they have 
got to dc about the matter. They are not to 
Control u?. But if Mr. Biggs thinks this is 
his best course, 1 shall support him in it, I 
do not understand that he resigns the Presi­ 
dency of the Board. 
Mr. Boggs—No ; its only as Inspector. It 
does not interfere with my position as Com­ 
missioner from the Second District, 
Dr. Kimball—The question of resignation 
remains with the man elected totfce.cffica, Ii 
ho has been severely criticised, whether ju-tly 
or unjustly, and concludes that it is best to 
resign, of course I must concur. 
Dr. Chapin—I desire to say that a great 
majftiity of the fruit-growers of this State 
who have expressed themselves do not feel 
that this matter is in any sense governed by 
personal feeling against any individual, but 
that all have the beet interest of the horticult­ 
ural industry at heart. In all this unfortu­ 
nate trouble concerning this office, I am satis­ 
fied that it bas only been the intention of tho 
horticulturists of the State to further their 
own interests. We need to have harm my to 
work successfully, and I feel sure t.fcat the 
general sentiment or Ih? fruit-growers won'd 
indorse the resignation oa this ground, and it 
is certainly honorable for tbe President of 
the Board to step aside, as far as the office of 
Inspector is concerned, for ttis object. Con­ 
sidering it in this light, I shall concur in tho 
motion before the Bosrd. 
The Chair (Mr. Boggs)—Ii there are no 
objections it will bo so considered, that the 
resignation is accepted by the Board. [No 
objection wa3 made and tfce resignation vras 
declared accep'ed ] There ia another matter 
I intended to state. There havo been some 
strictures cast upon the Governor’s course in 
reference to the changes made in the mem­ 
bers cf the Board bifore organization. I will 
say, and I speak from knowledge, that tho 
Governor had nothing at ail to do with these 
changes, farther than to do his duty. They 
were purtlyaccidental. There were circuar- 
stances which caused changes to be made. 
The Governor was not responsible for any cf 
tbe changes which tv, re made. His course 
was entirely free from any bias or prejudice 
of any one. He appointed the Uomadssion- 
ers upon the recommendation of Senators 
from the varicug districts. I trust no blame 
will hereafter attach to the- Governor for ths 
course hs has pursued. I think he is entirely 
above personal feelings in the matter. 
Dr. Chapia said in this connection that 
the Governor stated to himself and Mr. Gillet 
at the time they went to him to tender their 
resignations, that the matter was one ’of 
great annoyance to him ; that ha had tried 
to appoint such memberB upon the Board as 
he thought would best meet tho requirements 
of the inteierts involved, and that he in­ 
tended to do his duty fully in the matter irre­ 
spective of personal or political favor, and 
that he desired to see the Eoapl work to­ 
gether harmoniously. 
DB. CHAPIN ELECTED INSPECTOR. 
President Boggs—I have another remark to 
make, I have given this subject considera­ 
ble thought, and I would now suggest a per­ 
son to till the vacancy. I wculd name Dr. 
Chapin, a gentleman who, by his experience 
and study, has made himself eminently quali­ 
fied for the position, and who will be ac- 
cept^ie to the fruit-growers of the State. I 
therefore nominate Dr, Chapin for Inspector 
of Fruit Pests. .. 
The motion was seconded, and carried 
unanimously. 
_ 
Upon being elected, Dr. Chapin said : 
“ Mr. President Bnd gentlemen of the Board : 
I certainly cannot but feel very kindiy and 
appreciate very gratefully your _ feelings to­ 
ward me in appointing me to this office. It 
is an office which entai!s_ great labor, and is 
beset with many difficulties. The proper ex­ 
ecution of the duties of this office is a very 
bard matter to perform, and it is with great 
reluctance that I accept the position ; but I 
think that perhape, under tbe circumstances, 
it is better that I ehottld do so. If I can 
rerve thd horticulturists of the State accepta­ 
bly I s’tir.ll be glad, and I will accept the c ifice 
and do the best I can. I ahculil not, how­ 
ever, if it was not the unanimous expre - 
s’oa of the Board th»t they so ce ired. 
If the vote had not been unanimous, I cer- 
tdn’y should have declined, and unless I 
could feel that I wculd have the indorse­ 
ment and support of the horticulturists 
of the State, I still wculd Dot like to accept 
the posii ion for a dsy. If from experience I 
conclude that someone else can fill the place 
more acceptably than myself, I certainly 
shall vacate it at ones. I desire the full aid 
and co-operation cf the fruit-growers and 
horticulturists of the State, snd without this 
I cannot succeed. But with such aid and co­ 
operation, I trust that the efforts of the Board 
and the fruit- growers » ill prove effective for 
the important work in hand.” 
Complimentary remarks a s to the d cw In­ 
spector’s qualifications, etc., were made by 
Mr. Miico, Dr. Kimball and General Val­ 
lejo.The Board t^ec, after a harmonious ex­ 
change of views,Adjourned till 2 p. M , but it 
was 4 p. M. before the session was resumed. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Upon reassembling it was ordered, on me- 
tion of Mr. Milco, tbat the Secretary of the 
Board request of the State Board t f Viticult­ 
ural Commissioners to tura over to the for­ 
mer atymatter, printed or otherwise, which 
properly belongs to tbe wcrk of the Horti 
cultural Board 
Mr. Milco extended an invitation to the 
other members of the Board to visit tbe bn- 
bach plantation near Merced, which was ac 
cepted by tfce members in their individual 
capacity. 
Dr. Chapin resigned his position on the 
Finance and Auditing Committee, and H. C, 
Wilson was, upon motion of Mr. Milco, ap­ 
pointed to fill the vacancy. 
The following was adopted as the order for 
the transaction of business at the fnture meet­ 
ings of the Board : (1), roll-call ; (2), reading 
of mientes of the last meeting ; (3), reports of 
standing committees; (4). reports of special 
committees; (5) corre epcndence; (6), new 
badness ; and (7), unfinished business. 
On moticD, the Board then adjourned to 
Eitei oa Thursday, May 3d, at 9 x, m.

Description of Arrangements and the Oc­ 
casion-Other Social Events and 
Personal Mention. 


S a n F ra n c is c o , April 25, 1883. 
Last Wednesday evening was the Artists’ 
Dinner, given by the Directors of the Art 
Association at the rooms of tbat august 
corporation. 
The banquet was laid in the 
main exhibition ball, the tables standing 
at the south end, one long board and three 
shorter ones proceeding from it, forming to 
the eye of fancy the letter E. 
Someone 
asked if the arrangement was significant— 
standing for “ effect,” “ effervescence,” or 
even “ eating ’’—and was informed that the 
tables were so placed for a distinct pur­ 
pose—to seat the guests. 
The decorations 
were prettily characteristic. 
Above the 
walnut wainscoting of the hall a painted 
dado about^six feet wide was applied to the 
walls, the design being intended to repre­ 
sent old tapestry, but the effect, as was re­ 
marked, resembled more the decorated 
Japanese matting. The canvas was painted 
with luxuriant fan palms, and gigantic 
brakes or branches from the tree fern 
waved symmetrically apart at set distances 
to form s trame for medallions on gold back­ 
grounds of the great painters of all times 
and countries—Michael Angelo, Kubens, 
Van Wyok, Hograth, Ponssin, and a dozen 
others. The Hograth head, done by Voegt- 
lin, was capital.

A FEMALE FIGURE SYMBOLIC OF ART. 
It was of heroic size and placed upon a 
pedestal entirely banked up by flowers. 
The “ sta tu e” was cleverly devised, like 
those used in Germany and France for mil­ 
itary triumphs and illuminations— that is, 
a head, hands and feet carefully molded 
and attached to a lay figure from any 
studio. 
Drapery was then adjusted in 
fine powerful folds, and daubed with pias­ 
ter, which, when dry, appeared “ ail that 
there is of most marble,” as the French 
idiom runs. 
Marion W ells, competitor for 
the Garfield monnment last year, modeled 
the head and gave it a speaking and intel­ 
lectual expression—not to be wasted on the 
ephemeral goddess of a night, let us hope. 
The menus were very tasteful, the work of 
many artistic hands. 
The designs were 
either in illustration of the comicalities of 
the bill of fare, like “ A foreshortening of 
crustácea,” which was a most gallant little 
crayfish, or tho more usual flower-sprays, 
effectively done by Mrs. Virgil W illiams 
and Mrs. Irelan. 
The guests chose num­ 
bered slips from a basket, and drew with 
them correspondingly numbered menus, so 
that the distribution was 6trictly impar­ 
tial. 
There was music, and there were 
speeches, and there were ladies. 
It was a 
good dinner.
